Miguelito Channel meeting tonight

For Mrs. Sam Ledgerwood and 
some of 
her neighbors in the 
southwest area of Lompoc, a PTA 
meeting tonight may signal the 
successful end of nearly a decade of 
effort to get Miguelito Channel 
fenced. 
Members of the PTA and other 
concerned citizens will meet at 7:30 
p.m. in Miguelito School, 1600 W. 
Olive Ave., to discuss safety factors 
with Lompoc City Councilman Sol 
Lefkowitz and James Stubchaer, 
county flood control chief. 
The meeting is set against the 
backdrop of rising public concern 
and in the face of a report that a 12- 
year-old boy suffered a severe 
injury in December when he fell 
while 
scrambling 
up the steep 
channel slope. 
There are some indications that 


Lefkowitz 
will 
recommend 
an 
immediate fencing program and 
that Stubchaer will concur. Neither 
official, however, was ready to 
commit himself prior to tonight’s 
meeting. 
There has been money for fencing 
in the county flood control budget 
for years, possibly as much as 
$40,000. That was the sum estimated 
for fencing when a budget for 
improvement of the channel was 
written in 1965 That much money, 
however, would do only part of the 
job at today’s prices. 


Stubchaer 
told 
this 
reporter 
recently that he would look with 
favor on a fencing program if he 
could learn once and for all if the 
federal government was going to 
improve the channel in the near 
future. Stubchaer got a partial 
answer to that question when the 
late 
Congressman 
Charles 
M. 


Teague told Mrs. Ledgerwood in a 
letter in December that “ it is most 
unlikely we will receive any funds 
within the foreseeable future.’’ 
There was also an additional 
reason 
for 
pessimism 
on 
the 
possibility of getting the full-scale 
improvement suggested by the U.S. 
Soil Conservation Service nearly a 
decade ago. Max Wilson, president 
of 
the 
Lom poc 
Resource 
Conservation District, which is the 
new name for the soil conservation 
district, told this reporter this week 
that he would recommend against 
the full-scale improvement at this 
time because of the cost factors. 
He 
said even 
if 
the federal 
government said tomorrow that the 
money was available he would 
recommend against it because the 
cost once estimated at $2.460 million 
had now escalated to more than 
double that amount 


Miguelito Channel was built in 
1951-52 as a federal project in 
cooperation with the Lompoc Soil 
Conservation District. The channel 
runs from a debris basin at O Street 
and Olive Avenue, west to V Street 
and then north to the Santa Ynez 
River, a distance of 2 9 miles. It was 
designed to protect the expansive 
reaches of west valley agriculture 
lands from the ravages of flood 
waters that flowed from the Santa 
Ynez Mountains on the southern rim 
of Lompoc. 


Parents

for

Miguelito School Mrs. Ledgerwood 
recalls, however, that she and some 
of her neighbors have been in the 
fight long before Miguelito School 
was built. 


Tonight’s meeting may signal a 
successful end to that effort.

In response to questions, Warren 
said the President “ has absolute 
confidence” in Rose Mary Woods, 
his longtime personal secretary.

Ralph 
Nader told congressional 
investigators

crisis was an oil industry 
fabrication 
Calling 
lack 
of 
information 
from 
oil 
companies 
“ a 
national 
scandal,” Nader said the 
energy office and other 
federal 
agencies 
are 


characterized by a uniform 
desire not to know the 
facts ..and disclose them to 
the American people ” 
Nader urged a House sub­ 
committee to legislate now 
controls on the oil industry 
Robert M Hemphill of the 
Federal Knergv Office told 
a convention of the national 
School 
Board leaders in 
Washington that if the Arab 
oil embargo continued ‘ we 
might have to move to gas 
rationing.” 
“ We are hopeful we don’t 
have to," he said. “ But if we 


have two hour queues for 
gas and people getting shot 
at gasoline stations, we may 
have to go to that.” 
Hemphill said continued 
fuel shortages also could 
lead to “ rolling blackouts” 
by utility companies or to 
“ excessive-use taxes" on 
electricity and natural gas 
He estimated the shortage 
of petroleum will increase 
from 2 7 million barrels a 
day to about 3.3 million if 
the embargo continues. 
“ Our basic overwhelming 
strategy 
is to take the 


shortages 
out 
of 
areas 
where it will cause the least 
social 
and 
economic 


disruption,” he said. “ This 
means, number one, the 
pleasure 
use of gas 
is 
probably the best place to 
take the shortage because it 
has 
the 
least economic 
impact.”

Bad news for U.S. consumer: 
more rising prices ahead 


WASHINGTON (UPI» 
Both government and private 
economic forecasters had bad news today for the American 
consumer — sharply rising prices in the months ahead At 
least, they said, tne increases likelv will not be as great as 
1973. 
Director John Dunlop of the Cost of Living Council 
predicted that both retail and wholesale prices would keep 
going up steeply in the first four months of the year, mainly 
because of nigher prices for basic raw materials and 
commodities in the world market 
Consumer prices rose about 9 per cent in 1973 while 
wholesale prices shot up 18 2 per cent 
Dunlop told a group of Washington reporters Wednesday 
that about 59 per cent of consumer items covered in 
government surveys had been removed from price controls 
and we intend to continue gradually decontrolling 
In Ixis Angeles. Agriculture Secretary Earl L Butz said 
consumers could expect food prices to continue rising this 
year, but not as spectacularly as the record 18 per cent 
increase in 1973 Butz predicted a 5 to 6 per cent increase in 
1974. saying a new surge in meat prices would taper off 
later in the vear 


One of the nation's leading financial institutions, Mellon 
Bank of Pittsburgh, issued a report today forecasting a 7 
per cent increase in consumer prices this year It foresaw 
said “ little substantive relief from rising commodity prices 
«and) further hefty increases in fuel costs 
Dunlop said wage settlements and labor strikes would in 
crease tins year as workers and unions tried to keep up with

The legend in large, bold 
letters on the tailgate of John 
Grigsby's horse trailer serves 
as his calling card. 
"W ARNING,” it reads. "I'm 
an American with rights, not a 
revolutionary.” 
That message — and the horse

Grigsby, driving the camper 
pickup*— has been seen by a lot 
of people, and will be seen by a 
lot more 
Yesterday 
Grigsby 
and 
Punkin and the message hit 
Lompoc. Today thev will "ride” 
to another town they’ve been 
at it steady for the past 11 
months and Grigsby, a speaker 
and field representative for the 
National Association to Keep 
and Bear Arms, Inc. (NAKBA), 
figures it will take four more 
years, six towns a week, to 
cover the entire country. 
Grigsby 
is 
a 
Johnny 
Appleseed with bullets. His sole 
mission in life is to see that 
every' man, woman and child in 
America is armed, without fear 
of government interference, and 
that anyone who opposes that 
ideal is driven from power 
His 
single-minded 
zeal 
matches the 
NAKBA motto 
("No compromise!” ), and his 
delivery' is as direct and forceful 
as a gun shot 
"Tne only alternative we have 
to the private ownership of 
firearms is a police state Now, 
do you want that?” 
"We have to become one issue 
voters. 
If 
th e y ’ re 
(Congressmen) 
after 
our 
firearms, get them out of office. 
That’s the only thing that’ll 
stave off a bloodbath in this 
nation." 
Grigsby is the speaking voice of 
NAKBA (hundreds of thousands 
of members, claims Grigsby), 
the objectives of which are to 
thwart gun control legislation, 
repeal the Gun Control Act of 
1968. 
lobby 
for 
self-defense 
laws, and rid congress of gun- 
control people NAKBA puts out 
a newspaper, "Armed Citizen 
News," that takes time-outs for 
random 
pot 
shots 
at 
such 
diverse 
targets 
as 
Henry 
Kissinger and "hippie kids.” 
Here are some samples of the 
Grigsby philosophy, culled from 
an interview yesterday : 
Do you advocate breaking of 
gun laws9 
"Oh, absolutely. The (1968 gun 
control) law is illegal. It's a 
direct violation of our rights as 
American citizens. I'll never 
register my guns. ” 
What if you were arrested for 
a gun law violation? 


"I wouldn't want to be in the 
policeman’s shoes when he done 
it (arrested me)." 


How does it follow that if you 
take away our guns, you get a 
police state? 
"Well, you have nothing to 
back up your voice with. The 
backbone of our nation is guns, 
the strength of our freedom is 
guns." 


If they take away our guns, we 
will

overrun 
by 
the 
government? 


"Absolutely, and it's pretty 
close, too.” 
We had a case locally about a 
vear ago < at Red Rock > where a 
boy was shot and killed while 
allegedly

"Yes, it was justified. As soon 
as the young people, as well as 
the 
fathers 
and 
mothers, 
understand what it is to steal, no 
matter what it is..., there will 
be nobody shot like that for 
stealing ' somebody s 
picnic 
basket.” 


If every one was armed, would 
that cut down on crime? 
"Absolutely. 
Our 
problem 
today is this — the parents are

to 
use 
firearms 
properly . , 
and 
they 
won’t 
teach their children to handle 
firearms properly which they 
really should do ” 
Wliere does most of your 
opposition come from? 
"Ignorance ” 
Have you ever shot anyone9 
"No. but I wouldn't hesitate 
to. not where my freedom is 
concerned.” 
Do you believe there is a 
conspiracy to disarm us9 
"There is a conspiracy in the 
United States and in the world 
today 
for 
a 
one-world 
government to take us over and 
enslave the whole of the world.”

NEW YORK (UPI> — Mickey Mantle retired five years 
ago. but he still hasn't quit 
Not subconsciously anyway 
He said so Wednesday on an unprecedented occasion, one 
in which he and his old Yankee buddy. Whitey Ford, 
became the first two players from the same club ever to be 
voted into Baseball’s Hail of Fame simultaneously. 
This isn't the first time Mickev Mantle has bared his soul 
He has done it before, but in the 23 years I've known him, I 
can’t ever recall him reaching this far back in the recesses 
of his psyche. 
He talked about how much he misses the competitive part 
of baseball now that he’s out of it 
“ I still dream about it almost everv night, 
he said “ I 
dream that I'm trying to make a come6ack 
Later on. he went deeper yet 
"I dream about trying to get back into Yankee Stadium 
and they won’t let me in, he said “ I pull up in a cab and 
try to get in by crawling through a small hole, but I can't I 
see people all around me maybe 70.000.. and I hear Casey 
Stengel on the bench saying. Where's Mantle'’ Where s 
Mantle?’ Then somebody else says ‘it’s okay, he'll be here 
soon " 
Mickey Mantle became only the seventh player to make 
the Hallof Fame in his first year of eligibility Wednesday 
and naturally that pleased him, but not as much perhaps as 
going in together with his ex-roomie. Whitey Fora 
The two come from entirely different backgrounds 
—Mantle from small, rural Commerce, Okla , and Ford 
from busy, bustling Astoria. Long Island, in New York 
Citv—but'from the first time they met 23 years ago, they hit

If Heath fails to reach an accord-and political analysts 
said his chances were poor-he would have little 
alternative, but to dissolve Parliament and appeal to the

Britain's economic crisis— described by Heath as the 
worst since World War II -was caused by a series of crucial 
union disputes intensified by world-wide fuel shortages 
The 269 000 coal miners have refused to work overtime 
for two months and the 29.000 railroad engineers have 
staged a month-long slowdown punctuated by two 24-hour 
strikes. 
A poll in todav’s Daily Telegraph said Heath s Conser­ 
vative party would win by two per cent if national election 
were held tomorrow. 
The worker disputes, aimed at winning wage hikes in 
exeess of Heath's anti-inflation guidelines, have led to the 
imposition of a three-day work week in Britain, with nearly 
1 million laborers bid off.

task

be 
accomplished in a 
m atter of minutes. 
The tim e elem ent, 
however, is only one 
of the problems. 
More crucial is the availability, or 
in many cases the unavailability of 
facts. 
A few years ago I did an obituary 
on a pioneer resident that brought a 
storm of protest. I had talked with a 
number of people who said this man 
had lived in that city longer than 
anyone could rem em ber. But that’s 
all they could com e up with. There 
were no relatives or survivors in the 
area. My obituary reflected that 
state of being alone, because I 
thought it was sad that no one could 
even say whether the man had a 
middle name or even whether we 
were spelling his name correctly. 
One protester, a pioneer herself 
wrote 
a 
furious 
letter 
to 
my 
newspaper taking me to task for an 
obituary that in ner view was both 
too sad and alm ost devoid of factual 
information. 
I called the woman and we talked 
for some tim e about it. What did she 
rem em ber 
or 
know 
about 
the 
deceased? “ Why, I rem em ber, he 
would walk that mile down the road 
past our house to the little store on 
the 
highw ay,” 
she 
said. 
“ I 
rem em ber watching him through 
the front windows of our house.” 
That was the extent of her memory, 
yet she had been born and lived all 
her life only a few hundred yards 
away from a man who was now dead 
and who obviously had no one to say 
where he had been pr whether his 
massage through life had been 
a 
appy one.

Quite a number of years ago I did 
an 
obituary 
that 
the 
famous 
westcoast editor Jackson Berger 
said was the best he had ever read. 
Coming from Berger that was an 
extraordinary statem ent. It had to 
do with a pioneer resident, “ who 
loved the San Fernando Valley so 
much he wished he could buy it all 
and preserve it forever.” 
I cite the story not to show how 
terrific I was, bul to call attention to 
the fact that somewhere among the 
people surrounding that man at the 
tim e of his death was someone, I ’ve 
forgotten 
who, 
said 
to 
me 
something about how much the man 
loved the San Fernando Valley. That 
was all I needed. 
It boils down to a concern for the 
people around us. The job is too big 
for the newspaperman himself. It 
must be taken as an obligation by 
people everywhere.

That 
story was the basis for McDonald’s 
belief that individuals had to be 
more concerned about the welfare
